Winters and C h id d ix were 
somewhere behind In the dark­ 
ness and fog. they passed the 
crash scene, unaware of what 
had happened to I pchurch. 
Near Eucalyptus Avenue, Win­ 
ters’ motorcycle skidded across 
the road and slammed into a 
pole. It hit with such force that 
ignition button of the motor­ 
cycle. and a bone of Winters’ 
leg, were imbedded into the 
pole. 
Chiddix stopped immediately, 
picked Winters up and drove 
with him to Novato General 
Hospital But Winters was dead 
The highway patrol, notfied 
bv Novato police, had to search 
the area to lind the wrecked 
motorcycle.

Riots Topple Ecuador's Junta 
QUITO, Ecuador (AP) — Clemente Yerovi Inda- 
buro, a non-partisan economist, has been named pro­ 
visional president of Ecuador after student dem onstra­ 
tors, businessmen and labor leaders brought down 
the military junta. 
Yerovi, 62. was appointed yes­ 
terday by the military high command 
which threw out the three-man junta. 
The high command said it named 
Yerovi on the advice of political lead­ 
ers and fully supported him. 
The appointment of a civilian 
president ended five days oi violent 
anti-junta student demonstrations in 
which at least seven persons were 
killed and a business strike in Guayaquil, Ecuador's 
port and largest city. 
The students claimed the junta's policies were 
oppressive. The businessmen opposed new taxes and 
import restrictions. 
The military command said it was dissolving the 
junta “to avoid chaos and anarchy.” There were in­ 
dications that the military chiefs acted without the 
junta s knowledge, but junta members had said earlier 
they would resign if a civilian president could be 
agreed on. 
The whereabouts of the junta members — Hear 
Adm. Ramon Castro Jijon, Gen. Marcos Gandara and 
Gen. Cabrera Sevilla— was not immediately known.

motion. His face would contort 
occasionally as he was unable 
to 
control 
his 
muscles. 
He 
reached back to run his fingers 
through his long hair and they 
seemed to be the fingers of one 
afflicted with a bad case of 
arthritis. He was unable to con­ 
trol them, and i nst ea d of 
straightening out his long hair, 
he merely made a tangle of it. 
For a long time, his eyes 
rested on the folded American 
flag in the station. I wondered 
if he felt any pangs of remorse.

taxes. 


Wright, now chief personal 
property auditor in Wolden’s 
office, testified yesterday he be- 
lieved he was doing Wolden a 
favor by paying the income tax 
on the fee. 


Earlier James Tooke, a tax 
consultant, 
testified 
he 
paid 
Wright the money on instruc­ 
tions from Wolden. Tooke said 
the money was given for con­ 
sideration in the reduction of 
the assessment for the Jack Tar 
j Hotel. 


Wright said he had disclosed 
receiving the fee and passing 
part of it to Wolden and the 
assessor publicly called him a 
liar. This, Wright said, was 
when he suspected something 
was shady about the fee. 


Under cross-examination from 
defense attorney James M. Mac- 
Innis, Wright said he thought 
fee splitting was a common 
practice among lawyers.

Wright answered, “ I like to 
think I was as close to the 
assessor as any member of his 
staff.” 
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CANCER DISCOVERY 
Doctor Relates New 


Blood Spin Technique 


A new technique which spins 
the p l a s m a out of abnormal 
blood to treat a rare disease 
was described to American Can­ 
cer Society campaign workers 
in San Francisco yesterday by 
a Mill Valley physician. 
Dr. H. Hugh Fudenberg des­ 
cribed research which he and 
Dr. Malcolm MacKenzie have 
carried on at the University of 
California, aided by Cancer So- 
ciety funds. 
Object of their work has been 
to learn more about a rare ma­ 
lady with a long name which is 
characterized by an excess of 
dense protein in the blood. 
The disease—called macroglo- 
bulinemia—hits persons between 
60 and 70. It was formerly be- 
lived by many researchers to be 
malignant and usually is fatal 
within a year or two after it 
strikes. 
The two d o c t o r s , however, 
have kept three patients alive 


for more than five years, using 
t h e i r technique, while five 
others 
have 
survived 
three 
years or more. 
The treatment, said Dr. Fu­ 
denberg. consists o f drawing 
out large quantities of the pa­ 
tient’s biood, then putting it in 
a centrifuge. There it is whirled 
about until blood cells are sepa­ 
rated from plasma. 


It is this plasma, explained 
the doctor, which contain» the 
excess protein. It is, therefore, 
replaced with a special solu­ 
tion before the blood is injected 
back into the patients’ veins. 
Cause of the abnormality it­ 
self, said Dr. Fudenberg, is be- 
lived to be a defect in lymphoid 
cells which produce the protein. 
The Mill Valley researcher 
said he and his colleague hope 
their work can develop new 
knowledge about blood protein 
d i s o r d e r s which have been 
wrongly considered malignant.

Mill Valley Park, 
Budget Criticized 


Six candidates for the Mill 
Valley City Council talked of 
parks, 
lanes and a proposed 
railroad on Mount Tamalpais 
last night, but they didn’t over­ 
look economics. 
More than 200 persons gath­ 
ered at Park School auditorium 
to hear the candidates speak 
at a meeting sponsored by the 
League of Women Voters ot 
Southern Marin 
John Finn III. a public ac­ 
countant. cited the increasing 
city budget and charged that 
copies were not made available 
to the public at budget hear­ 
ings. 
Finn questioned the expendi­ 
ture of $20,000 for first phase 
improvements at Old Mill Park. 
“ I'm in favor of development 
and improvement of parks it it 
is done at minimum cost.” he 
said 
Or. Willard 11 Pennell, a con­ 
sultant in neurology at Stan­ 
ford 
Medical 
School 
in 
San 
Francisco, 
said 
the 
council 
should not overlook the older 
citizens. 
He suggested there be a pro­ 
gram whereby property taxes 
for residents over 65 could be 
deferred, and paid cither by 
their estates or when they sell 
their property. 
Older residents on fixed in­ 
comes are concerned that they 
will have to move from Mill 
Valley because of the property 
taxes. Dr Pennell said. 
Dean N. Meyer, chairman of 
the Mill Valley Parks and Rec­ 
reation Commission, said the 
challenge is to ‘ keep Mill Val­ 
ley green.” and protect its nat­ 
ural beauty. 
Some parks “are in disgrace­ 
ful condition” and should be im­ 
proved. he said. The city also 
should press for completion of 
the yacht harbor, which will 
provide recreation and tax re­ 
lief. Meyer said 
He also said he favored ex­ 
tension of the network of lanes, 
steps and trails in Mill Valley. 
Louis E. Bartolini. an account 
executive for Merrill. 
Lynch. 
Pierce. Fenner and Smith in 
San Francisco, said the city's 
essential problem is declining 
sales tax revenue 
The sales tax is vital and the 
downtown area must be re-es­

Bartolini said

lieves the war would be over 
in two weeks to a month if the 
United States used more power 
and “ devastated the north.” 


“ At the rate we’re going, it’ll 
take another three years.” said 
Capt. Vance Sutlev of 123 Canal 
Street. San Rafael. 


“ Military people believe we’re 
doing the right thing, but can’t 
understand why we we’re play­ 
ing cat and mouse,” he said. 


Captain 
Sutley 
served 
two 
tours of duty in Viet Nam. He 
was m ilitary adviseor to a Viet 
Namese battalion in the Kontum 
area for 14 months in 1962-63. 
and adviser to a regiment of 
the 23rd Viet Namese Infantry 
Division from Last March to 
early this month 


During lus second tour ol 
duty Capt. Sutley served out of 
Bam-Me-Thout in the central 
highlands, covering the area 
from Cambodia to the coast. 
“ We went on clear and search 
and clear and hold missions, 
looking for Viet Cong units,” 
lie said. “ Many times you don’t 
see them, and don’t know they 
are there until they shoot at 
you.” 


He noted that operations have 
increased in size since his first 
trip to Viet Nam in 1962. “The 
Viet Cong is stronger and their 
weapons 
are 
more 
sophisti­ 
cated,” he said. 
“ The 
first 
time, 
the 
Viet 
Long had m o s t l y captured 
American 
weapons 
and 
old 
f rench weapons, and the war 
was purely guerrilla with few 
main units.” 
Now the Viet Cong has “ fair- 
| lv new” Russian and Chinese 


weapons and is “ pretty organiz­ 
ed” with many regiments and 
“ main force troops,” he said. 


Captain Sutley said that if the 
communists are not stopped in 
Viet Nam they will take over 
the neighboring c o u n t r i e s . 
“ Cambodia and Laos would go 
by the wayside, and it would be 
only a m atter of time that Thai­ 
land would be swept up by the 
tide,” he declared. 


The United States is helping 
a country that asked for its as­ 
sistance, he said. “ If we hadn’t 
gone in Viet Nam would be 
communist. We’ve got to stop it 
some place.” 


Captain Sutley said the South 
Viet Namese soldier “ is as good 
a fighter as any in the world.” 
He said Viet Namese are more 
“offensive-minded” 
now 
than 
they were in 1962-63 and he be­ 
lieves that “ the tide of battle 
has turned ” 


The morale of the U.S. troops 
has not been destroyed by anti­ 
war 
demonstrations 
in 
this 
country. Sutley said. “ It doesn’t 
bother them. They say it’s a 
minority.” 


Captatn Sutley’s wife. Jean, 
and their two sons, have lived in 
San Rafael for the past year 
while he was serving in Viet 
Nam. They will move from their 
San Rafael home tomorrow to 
Fort Old. Captain Sutlcy’s new 
station. 


A member ot the Army since 
1948 Captain Sutley served in 
the Korean War as a corporal 
in the Signal Corps, and was ad­ 
viser to the 361st Regiment of 
! the 91st Reserve Division at the 
Oakland Army Base between 
trips to Viet Nam.

—- Don’t be irritated when a 
voungster of 15 to 18 months 
tinds lingers more convenient 
than utensils for eating or gets 
applesauce in his hair when 
learning to feed himself.

The Novato City Council last 
night approved a preliminary 
budget of $19,740 for the swim­ 
ming pool and $14,735 tor the 
summer recreation program. 
The vote on the swimming 
pool 
budget

with J. Wayne Womack absent. 
Mayor Robert D. Carrow voted 
against the summer recreation 
program budget. 
Carrow said he opposed a re­ 
duction in playground activities 
to provide city funds to spon­ 
sor a farm league for the Little 
League. City Mgr. J. Julien Be­ 
get had cut the number of play­ 
grounds from seven, as recom­ 
mended by the parks and rec­ 
reation commission, to five so 
the city could sponsor the farm 
league for the Little League, a 
private organization. 
"I cannot sec taking recrea­ 
tion programs away from all the 
children and giving it just to 
240 boys between the ages of 
nine and 12.” Carrow argued. 
Last summer. Novato operat­ 
ed summer recreation programs 
at six schools. The commission 
asked for the addition of Pleas­ 
ant Valley School in this year’s 
program. Baget recommended 


cutting out Lu Sutton and Pleas­ 
ant Valley schools. 
Added to the program this 
year, in addition to the farm 
league of the Little League, was 
a junior high school basketball 
program. 
Baget said the recreation pro­ 
gram would cost approximately 
four cents per $100 assessed 
valuation on the tax rate, the 
same as last year. The tax rate 
for operation of the swimming 
pool will drop from approxi­ 
mately four cents last year to 
three cents this year, he esti­ 
mated.

Fatal Accident 


Points Up Need 


Editor. Independent-Journal: 


The latal accident on Mon­ 
day. March 21. 1966, which 
occured on The Tiburon High­ 
way and Strawberry Drive, in­ 
volving an 8-year-old boy ha* 
< Icarly emphasized the neces­ 
sity of a safer crossing. The 
fatality is evidence of the in­ 
adequacy ot a grade crossing 
at this intersection. 
Crossing this particular in­ 
tersection ha* been of great 
concern to all the people liv­ 
ing in this area. The nearest 
shopping center at 
Tiburon 
Highway and Blackficld Road 
has been dangerous to ap­ 
proach by both children and 
adults, who because of neces­ 
sity must walk. Students of 
the area attending Tamalpais 
High School must U'e this 
crosswalk in order to take the 
Greyhound Bus, as well as 
adults who use Greyhound’s 
service throughout the day. 
It is used by small children 
attending Strawberry P o i n t 
School; by residents who wish 
to partake in the activities 
sponsored by the Strawberry 
Recreation 
District, 
and 
to 
some extent the Strawberry 
Swim Club 
The intersection has created 
problems Involving minor «to 
date* 
automobile 
accidents 
Cars have gone oft the road 
into the ditch adjacent to the 
southern 
boundary 
w h e r e 
home* are 
There have been 
accidents on the divider strip 
that people have the tendency 
to use because of the push but 
ton controls at either end. The 
number of rear-end collisions 


at the intersection are a m at­ 
ter of record. 
The speed limit posted com­ 
ing from the 101 Highway is 
45 miles per hour. Although 
the residents of this area feel 
that there is adequate warn­ 
ing of a light controlled inter­ 
section it is completely ignored 
by the majority of drivers 
The rate of speed with which 
most approach the intersection 
far exceed* the speed limit 
The mothers and fathers who 
car pool their children, as well 
as residents who must use this 
intersection are well aware of 
the hazard of getting through 
(even if it is light controlled» 
safely. Coming out of Straw­ 
berry Drive, especially, it i> 
difficult to judge the speed of 
cars approaching from the di­ 
rection of the 101 Highway 
The screeching of brakes at 
the stop light is extremely 
common. 
The Marin Countv Board 
of Supervisors has been re­ 
quested by numerous residents 
to consider construction of an 
overhead walk, and the feas­ 
ibility of reducing the speed 
limit to preclude further loss 
of hie. We hope this is brought 
before the public, and pray 
that drivers using the Tiburon 
Highway will heed to a bitter 
lesaon and proceed with cau­ 
tion.

Two Most Powerful Red Nations 


Getting Ready For Final Break 


WASHINGTON - A 
total 
break in relations between the 
two largest Communist par­ 
ties and the two most power­ 
ful Communist nations is at 
hand. 
The rift between Red China 
and the Soviet Union seems 
irreversible. The question is no 
longer whether Moscow and 
Peking will break all ties—but 
when? 
They are in the next-to-last 
stage of distrust and enmity. 
No one can foresee the long 
consequences which will flow 
from the event nobody believ­ 
ed would ever happen. But 
from the latest abuse which 
these two Communist capitals 
are heaping upon each other, 
this much can be said: 


HERE IS AN EXAMPLE, 
in the extreme, of Red China’s 
self-isolation. Invited to attend 
the Soviet Party Congress in 
Moscow this week. Peking said 
no, we won’t attend, we don’t 
like you Russians because we 
count you bad Communists or 
not Communists at all. 
It is more probable than not 
that the Sino-Soviet split will 
prolong the Viet Nam war be­ 
cause neither Moscow nor Pe­ 
king can afford to let down 
its Communist ally in Hanoi. 
Just because Red China ac­ 
cuses the Soviet Union of be­ 
ing a “ tool of U S. im perial­ 
ism’*—doesn’t make it so. The 
Soviets are helping Hanoi fight 
the war. not helping the U. S. 
to negotiate a peace. 
Until 
there is a change in tact, let’s 
not be wishful. 


REI) CHINA is faring badly 
not only in the neutral world 
but also in the Communist 
world. Moscow invited all the 
Communist 
parties 
to 
send 
delegations to the Soviet Party 
Congress this week. Eighty- 
four reportedly accepted; four 
refused—Red China, New Zea­ 
land. Japan. Albania: two arr 
attending 
though 
they 
wish 
they didn’t have to — North 
Korea and North Viet Nam. 


who want approval from both 
sides. 
Clearly, the attending Com­ 
munist 
parties are relieved 
that Peking's dissidents will 
not be in their midst in Mos­ 
cow. They know, full well, that 
if the Chinese delegation were 
present, there would be epi­ 
thets in the air and blood on 
the floor. 
Peking said it would not de­ 
mean itself, nor dignify the 
Soviet Communist Party by 
being 
present. 
It described 
Russia as the native land of 
Leninism “ which used to be 
the center of the International 
Working - Class 
Movement.” 
But if Peking can’t stand con­ 
tact with its Communist com­ 
rades. what reason is there to 
expect it wants contact with 
the “ im perialists” in the Unit­ 
ed Nations? 


ONLY BY READING the 
whole text of Peking’s latest 
message to Moscow can one 
feel the depth and fury of 
China’s hostility to the Soviet 
Union. It is laden with accu­ 
sations of bad faith, border- 
incident 
provocations, 
anti­ 
communism and. as the final 
coup, ganging up with the U.S. 
to make war against China. 
The Soviets say about the 
same thing in reverse — that 
Peking is acting to bring on a 
nuclear war and doesn’t care 
if it does, that it is trying to 
drag Moscow into war with the 
U. S. in order that it can pick 
up the pieces. Quite evidently, 
the underlying cause of the 
rift is primarily conflict of na­ 
tional interest, not conflict of 
ideology. 
Prof. Philip E. Mosely, a 
leading authority on Soviet af­ 
fairs, makes a useful warning 
in an article for the Foreign 
Policy Assn. It is that, while 
the rift with China somewhat 
handicaps the Kremlin. Russia 
does not need an alliance with 
the West enough to alter it* 
continuing aim; that is. to sup­ 
port "w ars of liberation” only 
a little more prudently than 
Red China.

Here Are Some Guidelines On Why 


Public Meetings Run To Late Hours 


There seems to be competi­ 
tion among city councils, com­ 
missions, school and district 
boards and county supervisors 
as to who can hold the longest 
meetings. 
The unofficial world’s cham­ 
pionship goes to the Marin 
County Planning Commission, 
which started a meeting one 
Monday at 9 a.m. and ended it 
the next day at 12:40 a.m. 
Mayors in Sausalito and 
Larkspur rebelled when their 
council sessions rivaled the 
“ late show’* and decreed that 
no new business would be 
taken up after 11 p.m. 


U N FO RTU N A TELY, the 
length of the agenda is no 
clue to the length of the meet­ 
ing, but there are some guide­ 
lines a wary public can look 
for. 
For instance, if there is a 
lawyer in the audience with 
his client, add 30 minutes to 
the estimated time of the 
meeting. 
If there are two lawyers, 
representing opposing sides, 
add one hour. 
A developer 
armed 
with 
maps and charts is good for an 
additional 13 minutes. 


IF THE DEVELOPER is 
accompanied by a civil engi­ 
neer and a planning consult­ 
ant. add 30 minutes. 
There are instances you can 
get a rough sort of timetable 
by a glance at the audience 
itself. 
When there is a group from 
the same neighborhood, appar­ 
ently banded together for a 


single cause, you can add 30 
minutes. 
If the group has a petition 
and a lawyer of its own, add 
45 minutes. 


WHEN THERE 
are 
two 
groups, apparently in opposi­ 
tion to each other, add one 
hour. 
T h e r e are times when 
the council itself should be 
scanned for possible time con­ 
sumers. 
If one of the councilmen 
lives in the area under discus­ 
sion, add 15 minutes. If he’s 
running for re-election, add 
another 15 minutes. 
If it is election time and 
there is an opposition candi­ 
date in the audience, add 20 
minutes for him. 


IF THE MAYOR is running 
for re-election, add another 15 
minutes, because he’s not go­ 
ing to cut anyone off at that 
stage of the game. 
Then there might be a coun­ 
cilman who takes longer to ex­ 
plain his vote than he did to 
reach his decision. 
In this 
case, add from 10 to 15 min­ 
utes. 
depending 
upon 
how 
many votes will be taken. 
Another guy to watch is the 
city manager, superintendent 
or administrator who waits un­ 
til adjournment is nigh and 
then pipes up: “ Wait a minute. 
I’ve got one more item . . . 
the revised budget.” 
All of which goes to prove 
that no one can tell liow’ long 
a meeting will run, but trying 
to guess will at least help you 
pass the time while you are 
waiting

Ringling Bros., Barnum And Bailey

WASHINGTON - I went to 
the Ringling Bros, and Barnum 
and Bailey Circus last week 
with my children and was 
shocked to discover that in the 
age of automation the circus 
was still going along with old- 
fashioned. out-moded methods 
ot operation. 
As I sat there and watched 
the cast of over 100 people, 
not to mention the people be­ 
hind the scenes, I couldn't 
help thinking what the circus 
really needed was a good man­ 
agement consultant who could 
trim the manpower and make 
the show far more efficient. 
1 can just hear him talking 
to John Ringling North. 
“ Now Mr. North, I’ve made 
a study of your circus and 
\ou re in trouble, people wise, 
that is.” 
“ How do you mean?” 


“ W ELL, LET’S take the 
trapeze acts as an example. 
You’ve got six men and two 
women working two rings at 
the same time. 1 think you 
could cut this down to one 
ring, one woman, and one 
man.” 
“ But you need a third man 
to catch the woman when she 
does a flip.” 
“ You can install a computer 
which will be synchronized to 
the trapeze. It will be right 
where the woman artist wants 
it to be when she flies through 
the air. If it works well, you 
might even be able to do with­ 
out the man." 
“ What else?” 


“ WELL. I noticed. In your 
lion act, five of the lions are 
sitting around in tiie cage 
while the sixth lion is per­ 
forming. There really doesn t 
seem to be need for all six 
lions.”

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Low County Salaries 
Due Over-All Study 


Responding 
to 
protests 
of 
“ descrimination 
in 
reverse” 
from one board member, the 
Marin County Board of Super­ 
visors yesterday agreed to make 
no change in the salary for 
seven trainees in the county ap­ 
prentice program. 
Action was deferred until all 
low-level salaries particularly 
as they relate to withholding 
funds, can be studied. 
County Personnel Director 
Robert D Flliott. in a letter to 
supervisors, said the apprentices 
in county employ six months 
are due an increase from $345 
to $362 a month. They are also 
due reductions in take-home pay 
for county retirement and social 


security. These do not begin 
until after the first six months 
under the present county system. 
Elliott said that the net effect 
will be that an apprentice taking 
home $302.29 a month now will 
be taking home $282.67 April 1. 
He recommended, with backing 
of County Administrator Alan 
Bruce, that the gross salary be 
increased to $380 a month, pro­ 
viding a take-home of $296.44. 
Supervisor Ernest N. Ketten- 
hofen questioned the philosophy 
of setting net salaries, saying 
it was “ really getting into the 
welfare state ” He suggested the 
apprentices not be put on the 
retirement system. This raised 
legal difficulties and was ques­ 


tioned bv Supervisor Peter H 
! Behr. 


Behr said that any exception 
for the Negro apprentices would 
be a form of “ discrimination in 
reverse” and would not be ap­ 
preciated by the men them­ 
selves. 


Supervisors William A. Gnoss 
and Byron W. Leydecker were 
voted down in an attempt to 
follow Elliott's recommendation. 
The board then voted unani­ 
mously to defer the problem 
until all low-level salaries are 
studied. Bruce said the study 
i could not be completed until 
May 1 or later.

can assist taxpayers in estab­ 
lishing their deductions. To do 
this, the amount properly at­ 
tributable to the purchase of ad­ 
mission or other privileges and 
the amount being solicited as 
a gift should be determined and 
announced in advance of solici­ 
tation. The respective amounts 
should be clearly indicated on 
the ticket or other evident'» of

The Revenue Service empha-

leges are not used does not en-

tion. The test of deductibility 
is not whether the right to ad­ 
mission is exercised, but wheth­ 
er the right was available.

The veteran congressman says 
if administered 
inflation con­ 
tinues. steps should be taken to 
control it, and the first of these, 
he suggests, is a curb on con­ 
sumer credit. 
" It ’s not 
popular,” 
Ullman 
concedes, “ but the average con­ 
sumer is overextending himself. 
It the credit rate continues to 
go up. we’ll have to curb it.” 
But better than government 
control over consumer credit is 
consumer control over himself. 
Ullman says. 
Ullman says increased interest 
rates are not the answer be­ 
cause they raise the price of 
money and curb spending in the 
wrong places.
